pe an ed - the petition and affidavits in support, that Mr. Gilbard, as 
the solicitor of Mr. May, a creditor of the bankrupt, bad been required by the 
Commissioners under the bankruptcy of Malachy, to produce: before them the 
book in question ; and on Mr. Gilbard hesitating to do so, on the ground that 
it was confidentially entrusted to him, and that he had a jiew upon it, and 
had received notice from other parties interested in the mine not to part with 
the book, the Commissioners threatened to commit him, upon which Mr. 
Gilbard produced the book, under protest, and it was.immediately seized by 
Mr. Husband, the attorney to the assignees, who refused to give it up; and 
the Commissioners stated they had no power to compel its restoration, 
though they lad the power to enforce its production. This strange and ano- 
malous decision of the l-arned Commissioners was severely commented on 
by the counsel for the petitioner, as well as by the Court, and Mr. Gilbard 
having formally demanded the book, but in vain, the present petition was 
presented. 

Mr. BeTHELL and Mr. Bacon, for: the respondents, contended that’ the 
Court could not order the book to be restored. ; . 

Mr. Swanston having replied, the Jupees proceeded to deliver their 
judgments seriatim, in which they eulogised the conciliatory measures which 
had been resorted to by Mr. Gilbard to obtain the book without applying to 
the Court, and animadverted very severely not only on the conduct of the 
Commissioners, but also on that of the assignees.and their attorney, and 
finally granted the prayer of the peti‘ion, and adjudged the assignees, Messrs. 
Hawtayue and Rees, to pay the costs of the petitioner-out of their own 
pockets, the Court considering the conduct of the assigness did not entitle 
them to charge the costs upon the bankrupt’s estate. 





ENGLISH MINING COMPANY, 
ROLLS’ COURT—NOV, 23. 

Hompuries v. ViviaN.—Lord LANGDALE delivered his judgment upon 
the motion made for a further new trial of the issue directed in this cause. 
The question was whether a lease granted by Charles Carpenter to John 
Williams of premises in Cornwall was a subsisting and valid lease as to the 
mines and minerals withia the limits and boundaries therein described. At 
the first trial of the issue directed to try this question the defendants ob- 
tained a verdict. A new trial was granted, and averdict was then obtained 
by the plaintiffs ; and on the motion made by the defendants for another trial, 
it appeared to his Lordship that some poiats involved in the main question 
were safely established, but there were other points which were still doubtful, 
and made him unable to come to a satisfactory conclusion. The validity of 
the lease of the 18th May, 1830, depended upon the title of the lessor. That 
title was good if a prior lease of the same land was forfeited through the non- 
performance of the covenants therein contained, and that depended upon this 
question, whether the estate calied the Bolenna was comprised in a former 
lease of Dec. 11, 1822, called the Great St. George set? His opinion was, 
that if the Bolenna estate was not comprised in the Great St. George set, the 
lease of the 18th of May, 1830, was as against the defendants a valid and sub- 
sisting leasc, and that the question whether the covenant had been performed 

uired further investigation. The parties then went to trial on the issue, 
whether the Bolenna estate formed part of, or was comprised in, the lease of 
the 11th December, 1822, and the jury found it was not comprised therein, 
and did not form part of the Great St. George set. The present application 
was azainst that finding and for a newtrial. It appeared to him from the 
deeds and from the circumstances, although he was not entirely satisfied, that 
he arrived at the same conclusion with the jury, and that the Bolenna estate 
was not comprised, or intended to be comprised, in the Great St. George set. 
To suppose it was would be inconsistent with the facts. proved, and the con- 
temporaneous and subsequent conduct of the parties. Another ground for 
the motion was, that evidence was rejected that ought to have been received. 
The description of the premises was ambiguous, and it became necessary to 
admit extraneous evidence respecting them. Carpenter’s title extended over 
the Duchy lands. The Bolenna consisted of thirty or forty acres—two only 
were Duchy land, and the remainder was freehold. There was no proof of 
title, but there was sufficient evidence to show that the greater part was,free- 
hold, and the smaller part Duchy. One witness said the Bolenna estate was 
never called St. George. His Lordship was of opinion that the Bolenna was 
not comprised in the lease of December, 1822. It was said there was a mis- 
direction to the jury ; he was not of that opinion, and thought if the Judge 
had directed otherwise than he did, a new trial would have been necessary. 
He had considered the evidence exclusively of the answer of Williams. Havy- 
ing regard to the several instrumcnts, to the evidence of Williams, of Stephen 
Pearce, and others, he was satisfied that the Bolenna was not included in 
the Great St. George’s set, and therefore could not grant the motion. 





TIPPERARY MINES. 
COURT OF CHANCERY—NOV. 24. 

TAyLor vr. SALMOoN.—The Lornp CuanceLtor delivered judgment in 
this case. The question to be determined was whether Mr. Salmon had con- 
tracted witn Lord Dunally for a lease of lead mines in Tipperary for the be- 
nefit of a mining company, or on his own behalf. His Lordship saidjhe en- 
tertained very little doubt on the subject during the progress of the argument, 
and-upon a further investigation of the papers in the cause, he was of opinion 
Mr. Salmon acted as agent for the company. It was plain Lord Dunally 
so understood the negotiation, and it was evident from Mr. Salmon’s letters, 
in which he told the plaintiff he could procure alease for him, as representing 
the company. An objection was taken that ali the members of the company 
were not made partners, but there were decisions which established the rule 
that where plaintiffs are inconveniently numerous, some may sue in the names 
of all. He was of opinion the Vice-Chancellor was right ia determining that 
the plaintiff was entitled to the lease, and the pregent petition of appeal must 
therefore be dismissed with costs. 


COMMERCIAL RAILWAY COMPANY. 


COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—NOV. 26. 

THE QUEEN v. THE COMPANY.—Mr. BopKIN applied for a rule to show 
cause why a mandamus should not issue, directed to the Commercial Rail- 
way Company, commanding them to issue a precept to take the necessary 
steps for causing the Sheriff of Middlesex to empanel a jury to value the pro- 
perty{of a person of the name of Cockington, whu was the owner of property 
to some extent on the line of the railway, and he received notice of the inten- 
tion of the company to take some part of his property. Subsequently to this 
notice the company thought fit to alter their line of road, without any autho- 
rity from the act so to do, and they ordered the Sheriff of Middlesex to em- 
panel a jury to assess the value of a part only of the property of Mr. Cock- 
ington, they having given him notice of their intentions to take thé whole, 
and having given very great trouble in preparing his plans and getting up his 
case to go the jury.—Rule granted. 








NORTHERN AND CENTRAL JOINT-STOCK BANK. 
COURT OF REVIEW—NOV. 26, 

Ex parte HALL, IN RE HALL, A BANKRUPT.—This was a petirion, of 
Mr. George Hall, late adirector and shareholder of the Northern and Cen- 
tral Joint-Stock Banking Company, praying that a fiat of bankruptey sued 
out against him by his co-partners in the same concern might be superseded. 

The petitioner, from cash advances made to him as a customer, was debtor 
to the bank to a large amount. An assignment was made by him to the 
compacy for this debt. This security proving unavailable, a suit was com 
menced in the Court of Exchequer, followed by additional proceedings in the 
Court of Queen’s Bench, and the issue of the present fiat on the 3ist ult., 
at the suit of the officer of the banking company. Being unable, within the 
time specified by the Bankruptcy Act, to procure securities to the extent of 
15,0601, the amount of bis liability, he was declared a bankrupt. It was 
much doubted whether the acts of Parliament commonly called the Banking 
Acts could authorise the repr tative of a company to strike a docket 
against a co-partner in the same coneern. The act requires that it shall bea 
creditor who shall make this affidavit ; and, further, that it shall be made in 
the courts of bankruptcy. The present commission was issued upon an affi- 
dayit which was sworn before a Master Extraordinary of the Court of Chan- 
cery resident at Manchester. Upon these and several other material points 
counsel have been heard upon former occasions, and the court delivered its 
judgment at great length this day. : 

Sir Georce Rose was satisfied as to the strict legality of the present 
fiat, but thought that, under all the circumstances, it ought to be superseded. 

Sir J. Cross was not conviaced of its validity. There was no evidence of 
insolvency. The Bankruptcy Act ought not to be put in operation but for 
the benefit of creditors. To this case, when there was but: one, how could 
assignees be appointed, and the other provisions of the aet carried inte exe- 
cution ? After the issue of the commission the commissioners could not stir 





a step, and the prosecution of the-fiat must break down altogether. The fees 
consequent upon these proceedings lessened the estate, while the object.con- 
templated by the Legislature was as far as ever from being 


accomplished.

VICE -CHANCELLOR’S COURT—NOV. 27. 

Vicers v. Lonp AupLEY.—This case came before the Court upon mo- 
tien-to discharge an order made in August last, by which a Commission for 
a sequestration against the Noble defendant was directed to issue, in conse-~ 
quence of his Lordship not having answered the different bills: filed against 
him and his father, the late Lord. The original bill was filed by the plaintiff 
as chairman, in the name and on the behalf of a joint-stock company formed 
for the purpose of working mines belonging to the late Lord Audley, for the 
specific performance of the contracts entered into with them. The late Lord 
Audley died before he answered that bill, and the present Peer was made a 
party by supplemental bill. In consequence of therchange of parties; the 
filing of other bills became necessary, all of which the plaintiffs called upon 
the defendant to answer, which he declined doing, on the ground that he had 
not been furnished with the office copy of some of the bjtls, which the plaintiff 
declined to give him. In consequence of the refusal of Lord Audley to an- 
swer, application was made to the Court fdr a sequestration, whieh was 
granted, and the diseharge of that order was the object of the present. ap- 
plication. 

, Mr. Jacob and Mr. Toller stpported the applieation. 

Mr. Knight Bruce, Mr: Wakefield, and Mr. Rogers-opposed it. 

The case was directed to stand over to a future day, in order that some 
original documents might be produced for the satisfaction of the Court. 





NORTH MIDLAND RAILWAY COMPANY. 
COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—NOV. 28% 


Lorp HowpeEN v. Stmpson.—This action was brought by the plaintiff 
to recover from the defendant, the officer of the North Midland Railway 
Company, the sum of 5006l., which he had agreed to pay under the follow- 
ing circumstances :—The line of road which the railway company in question 
proposed to take interfered materially with the land of the plaintiff, who, in 
consequence, intimated his intention of opposing the application for a bill. 
‘The defendant having, it was alleged, learnt of the intended opposition of the 
plaintiff, offered, and finally agreed, to pay the sum of 5000/. to him, if he 
would withdraw his opposition, and further agreed to procure another bill to 
be passed in the following session of parliament for a deviating line, and to 
give the plaintiff compensation for the damage he might sustain thereby, and 
1002. for every acre of land which the company took fromhim. The demand 
was resisted on these grounds :—1st. That the company had adopted a differ- 
ent line from that mentioned in the agreement, which entirely avoided the 
property of the plaintiff ; and, 2ndly, that the agreement with the plaintiff was 
unknown to the other persons through whose lands the railway was intended 
to pass ; 3dly, that it was eoncealed from the legislature during the pass- 
ing of the bill; and, 4thly, that the plaintiff was a peer of the realm. 

Mr. CressweLt to-day argued in support of the plaintiff, and contended 
that the agreement had been entered into forthe purpose of obtaining the 
withdrawal of the opposition of the plaintiff, which he, as a landowner, was 
entitled to make to the bill, and ought now to be enforced, inasmuch as the 
plaintiff had conformed to what was required of him by abstinenee from op- 
position. With respect to the objection of the plaintiff being’ a peer of the 
realm, it was clear that that was not tenable. Lord Eldon had held, in the 
case of the ‘‘ Vauxhall Bridge Company v. Lord Spencer,’”’ that securities 
given to persons who would be prejudiced by the passing of a private bill in 
parliament in consideration of their withdrawing their opposition to it weres 
not illegal. The agreement was made with the plaintiff not qua peer, but as 
owner of land, over which it was proposed the railway should pass. It was 
clear that the plaintiff could make such agreement ; if he could not the situa- 
tion of the legislator would be worse than any other man in the country, as 
he would be entirely unprotected. : 

Sir F. PoLiock, on the part of the defendant, urged that the agreement 
had been entered into for the purpuse of compensating the plnintiff for a da- 
mage which it was supposed, the intended railway would create. That da- 
mage had since been avoided by adopting a line which left untouched the pro- 
perty of the plaintiff. The cause of the anticipated injury being removedren- 
deved unnecessary the compensation for that injury. The agreement was, 
however, illegal, on the ground that it prejudiced the interests of’ the other 
persons engaged in the matter, who were ignorant of its having been entered 
into, and it had been made in violation of the duty of Lord Howden, a peer 
ofthe realm. It was clear that it was against public policy that such an 
agreement should be valid, because Lord Howden would be sacrificing his 
public duty as a peer for his private interests.as a landowner. The learne’ 
counsel concluded by observing that he did not mean to impute to Lord How- 
den any corrupt or improper motive, but merely an attention to his own inte- 
rests inconsistent with his public duty as a peer. 

Mr. CressweE tt having replied,

SMELTING OF IRON. 


—>>_ 

At the meeting of the British Scientific Association, the. following 
notice on the application of hydrogen in the smelting of iron, by J. S. 
Dawes, Esq., of West Bromwich and Oldbury, was read. It will be in- 
teresting in the mining districts :— 

The subject of this short paper has already, in some measure, been made 
known ; but its practical application having recently been more fully tested, 
and the results appearing highly satisfactory, I have presumed to think that 
a slight description of it may not be uninteresting to some members of the 
British Association. The plan is an attempt to obtain an effect approaching 
in intensity to that which is produced by the oxy-hydrogen blowpipe, but 
upon a scale of sufficient magnitude to be available in the smelting of iron. 
The extraordinary powers of that instrumeat are so well known, that a de- 
scription of it here is unnecessary. I will merely observe, that hydrogen 
gas, in addition to its great inflammability, exhibits, when applied to the 
above purpose, a purifying property in a high degree, so that the most sul- 
phurous materials may be used with advantage, and metal of good quality be 
produced ; indeed, there are few persons, I believe, who will be inclined to 
doubt the value of hydrogen thus applied; the question would rather be, cav 
the gas be obtained at a sufficiently cheap rate, so as to make the applica- 
tion of it profitable? this, I think, may now be confidently answered in the 
affirmative. The method of proceeding is as follows:—Jets of steam are 
made to pass through red-hot cast-iron pipes, filled with small cokes or 
charcoal (the riddings from the coke hearth answer every purpose, and are 
of little value), decomposition immediately takes place, the base of the car- 
bon of the coke combines with the oxygen base of the steam, forming, in the 
first instance, carbonic acid, but, by passing on through a further portion of 
the red-hot carbon, is converted into carbonic oxide, sensible heat, at the: 
same time, becoming latent on combining with the hydrogen base, producing 
hydrogen gas, which, together with the oxide before mentioned, is applied to 
the furnace by means of a jet inserted within the blast- pipe tube; the pres- 
sure upon the gas, of course, being équal to that upon the blast. I should 
observe, that the pipes require to be replenished with brays about every 
twelve hours, which is conveniently effected by means of a plug fitted to the 
top of each of them. At first, some difficulty arose from the destraction of 
the pipes; but, as the melting point of cast-iron is so much higher than the 
temperature required to decompose water, it was evident that the cause of 
the mischief lay in the construction of the heating furnace. This has been 
remedied, and the apparatus seems now to be very durable. The présent 
one at Oldbury, has been at work for some months; and the pipes are, 
apparently, little the worse for wear. The quantity of fuel required to keep 
them hot, is from twelve to fifteen cwt. of small coal for twelve hours; and 
as the steam is obtained from the engine boilers, and the fireman of the hot- 
air apparatus has time enough to attend to it, the.expense, with the excep- 
tion of weer and tear, is a mere trifle; and, as this also will in every proba- 
bility be mcderate, I have sufficient reason to conclude, that the cost will 
not be more than 3s. or 4s. for every 100,000 feet of gas, every foot of which’ 
is equivalent to a certain quantity of fuel. Hydrogeo, however, is not only 
acombustible substance in its purest and most efficient state, but by pos- 
sessing the advantage of aériformity, it can be conveniently applied to.that 
particular part of the furnace, where, from the usually exhausted state of the 
fuel, and the oxydiziag effects of the blast, the addition must be so desira- 
ble. Various experiments have now shown, that the quality of the iron is 
not only very much improved by this process, but that the production of the 
furnace at the same time is greatly increased. In conclusion, I will only 
further observe, that any advantages it may be found to possess in» the 
smelting of iron, must be equally valuable in the reduction of other minerals.,

other amendments which you may think necessary, and especially to those 
that have a reference to the law of partnership,

We extract the following remarks from The Times of Wednesday :~ 


The formation in London of a committee of managers an‘) proprictors of 
joint-stock banking companies for the protection of their interests in the ap- 
proaching session of Parliament naturally attracts some attention. It cag- 
not be denied that these parties have been treated unfairly by the Government 
in many instances, by impeding their action after having consented to their 
formation, as if they had repented of that consent, aud wished to damage them 
secretly as much as they could. This was more-especially the case wherever 
the rights asserted by the new banks came into contact with those claimed 
under the charter by the Bank of England, in respect of which the Govern. 
ment would have been liable to the charge of the greatest injustice, had a 
private individual, and not a corporate body, become the object of it. The 
joint-stock banks within the range of the Bank charter are actually precluded, 
as it is understood, by law, from accepting bills at less than six months’ date, 
though that is a process held indispensable to the conduct of a bank at all, 
and to the most limited fanctions of banking: One would imagine that as 
soonas such a defect in the law was pointed out, a short bill would have.been 
introduced to remedy it, but this is not-yet done, and the delay is further proof 
of the ill-will secretly entertained by the Government towards the joint-stock 
banks. Notwithstanding these impediments, however, the system is gradually 
taking deep root in the country ; new banks are forming, and those already in 
existence are extending their-business to a degree which many reflecting men 
look at with alarm, as leading to the creation of a new power in the country, 

pable of an application of which the parties themselves have yet formed no 
notion. The power of banks when acting together for a common purpose is 
under our observation at this time with respect to the United States, and all 
appearances indicate that the tarn of Encland may come very shortly. There 
was only required for such a purpose a combination like that just adverted 
to; and when it is found that the parties have power enough (or self-protec- 
tion, it will follow that they have also enough to enable them to advance fur. 
ther. For these reasons, all that is done by this committee of joint. stock 
banks will be, and deserves to be, carefully watched. 











We are glad to learn that it is the intention of the coal owners on the 
Wear to raise the price of coals‘exported to the continent. Under an 
idea that this port might be prevented from sending coals abroad, a less 
price has been charged at Sunderland for coals exported than shipped 
coastwise to London. Although we could never join in the outcry against 
the Northern coal owners by certain parties in London, for the evident 
purpose of diverting public attention from the malpractices attending the 
coal trade after the coals have reached the city, we certainly do not ap- 
prove of the distinction made between coals exported and consumed in 
England—in fact, it is most unfair. The coal owners of the Wear must 
now be well convinced that this port must necessarily have a foreign coal 
trade. It is true coals are 50 per cent. higher here than at Sunder- 
land, but freights are proportionately lower; for ships, rather than take 
out ballist, would carry coals for nothing.— Hull Advertiser. 

Sutpaur Monoroty.—The French company to which the King of 
Naples has granted the privilege of «xtracting sulphur throughout hia do- 
minions is stated, by a Malta correspondent of the Semaphore, of Mar- 
seilles, to find itself in trouble, and likely to be forced to give up its grant. 
One of the conditions relative to the sale of the mineral had been violated 
by the company, and the King, on the other side, was believed to be in- 


exacting at the same time a fine. 

AspHALTuM Pavements.—The promoters of asphaltic paving on the 
Continent mention with triumph, that some which has lately been laid 
down in the ‘“‘ Electorial-street,’’ at Warsaw, has borne with success 4 
trial which must remove all doubts of its stability. A train of carriages 
lately passed through Warsaw, carrying machinery from the manufactory 
of Cockerill, at Seraing in Belgium, for the use of a great cotton spinnery, 
belonging to a Mr. Geier, at Loda. The load carried by some of these 
carriages was nine tons, their own weight was a ton and a half, and the 
combined weight of ten and a half tons, passed over the new asphaltic 
pavement without occasioning the slightest fracture or other injury. The 
circumstance is noticeable in itself, but its accessories give it additional 
interest. The ‘‘ great cotton factory at Loda,’”” beyond Warsaw, and the 
machinery supplied to it from the workshops of Englishmen settled in 
Belgium, are striking facts in the history of the ‘‘ march of manufactures.

IMPORTANT DISCOVERY IN ‘FLINTSHIRE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Six,—As your columns are open to information of public benefit, you 
have now the opportunity to congratulate the adventurers in an under- 
taking in this neighboarheod. Some months since a.party of Manchester 

tlemen commenced operations in the townships of Greenfield and-Ho- 
lywell,on the property of Sir-Edward Mostyn,in the county of .Plint- 
shire, in search of coals, ‘This estate contains several hundred acres, and 
lies between the celebrated coal mines at Mostyn, Bagilt, and Flint. 
After boring through the strongest indications tothe depth of -seventy- 
four yards from the surface, a bed of coal was discovered on Thursday 
last, 4 ft. Sin. in thickness—this is what is termed the first coal. Every 
coal mine in this neighbourhood contains five beds of coal within 200 yards 
of the surface. One of the mines at Mostyn has been working ever 
since the reign of Charles the Second. ,It.is eather singular the strata of 
clay, metals, and coal vary but very little in thickness for miles in extent ; 
the first bed of.coal about four feet—the second six feet—the third, or 
great bed, seventeen feet—the fourth nine feet—fifth about five feet—and 
several smaller beds from a foot to two feet six inches in thickness.

SIR CHARLES LEMON’S SCHOOL OF MINES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE WEST BRITON. 


S1r,—It has been with peculiar satisfaction that I have perused the reports 
which ave appeared ia your paper of the proceedings at the several mee.ings 
which have lately taken pluce in Cornwall, relative to the establishment of a 
School 6f Mines ia that county. The very liberal and patriotic offer made 
by Sir Charles Lemon, entitles him to -the :thanks, not only of the county 
more immediately interested, but of the kingdom at large, and 1 do most 
sincerely hope that his efforts will be crowned with success. 

Having myself studied in early life at the academy at Freyberg,.the esta- 
blishment of a similar institution in the mining districts.of Cornwall, isa 
subject in which I have ever taken the warmest interest, and attempts have, 
at various times, been: made by me to effect this object. In the year 1815, 0n 
my return from an extensive tour on the continent, 1 drew upsome remarks 
on the academies of Saxony and Hungary, for the use of the Royal Geologi- 
cal:Society of Cornwall, which were subsequently published in their “ Tran- 
sactions,”’ it being at that time proposed ‘toyfestablish a Chair of .Mine- 
ralogy at Penzance ;"and I stated that, should the plan be carried into effect, [ 
should have great pleasure in presenting to the Museum a colleetion of mine- 
rals which I -had formed during my stay at Freyberg. ‘This plan,-however, 
like many others, fell to the ground, and I have now to lament that the col- 
lections in question are no longer at my disposal, as, in despair of any thing 
beiog done in, Cornwall, I presented them .to the London University, at a 
time when it was contemplated to establish a Chair of Mineralogy and Geo- 
logy in that institution. ‘I much regret this -cireumstance, for several -rea- 
sons. First, Because the packages, I believe, remain at this moment un- 
opened, -Seconily, That, with every desire for the success .of the London 
University, Ishould much prefer that the collections had remained in my 
native county; and, thirdly, Lhat they were admirably -calcelated for the 
use of a School of Mines, as tlcy consisted of a.collection (probably the.only 
onc in-the* kingdom) ‘illustrative of ‘‘ Werner’s External Characters,’’ and 
formed wnder.the inspection of my kind friend andanaster, Werner himself, 
and of a geological collection arranged according to Werner’s system. 

As I observe, inthe report of the meeting held on the 24th of the past 
month, that Sir Charies Lemon expressed his disappointment at not having been 
able to procure any satisfactory information respecting the usages of the schoals 
of Germany, I subjoin to these remarks an abstract of the paper on the foreign 
schools ‘befure alluded to, as. having been published in the *‘ Transactions of 
the Geological Society of Cornwall ;”’ and I wouldat the same time; state,that 
the plan proposed by me was, that the academy should be established at 
Truro, as being the most important town in Cornwall, and:a central»position 
as regards the mining districts; but there should be three profesgors,on the 
plan of the Freyberg School, and that the expenses should be defrayed by a 
per centage on the mineral produets of the county, by coutributions from’ the 
various lords, and from the attendants on the lectures ; and it. was hoped 
that some assistance from government might be looked for, as, although not 
so.directly interested as.in Germany, where the. miaeiais belong to’ the State, 
and where the appointment of the chief directors of the various works is re- 
served to the government, yet, on public grounds, it was thought that their 
support might be calculated on. And another -souree of public benefit and 
of revenue to the establishment, it was believed, would .arise from.the at- 
tendance on the lectures of young men of a scientific’ turn of mind, who, for 
their own gratification, would-avail themselves of the*facilities afforded by an 
institution of this description, so immediately devoted to scienee,.as was, in 
mauy instances, the case at Freyberg at the period I allude to. The estimated 
expense of the establishment was not-very considerable—a per-eentage of 11. 
on every 1000/. value of the products of the county,:it was-considered, would 
suffice for the charge. 

It is scareely necessary:to notice the benefits’ that would result ‘from ‘the 
establishment of a. well condueted Mining Sehool, in Cornwall. My expe- 
rience of those of Germany has convinced me ‘that the advantages to our 
county would be very great indeed. Not only would practical men‘have the 
opportunity of ing acquainted with the theory.of their practice; but it 
would open the way to the introduction of such parts of the systems of other 
countries, as may be valuable and suitable to ourown. ‘1 recollect, on my 
return from» Freyberg, in 1804, pointing out to some of ‘the mine,agents in; 
Cornwall the various methods pursued in Saxony in working the mines and 
dressing the ores. At the time my suggestions were but little attended to ; 
but since that period many of the alterations then proposed)have been adapted 
with very great benefit. I think some hints -may stijl be taken frem the 
foreign miuiag districts, particularly inthe dressing of the ores, and in the 
use of dressiug+frames, especially that called the ‘‘stussherd,’’ or shock- 
frame, of which I-some years since presented.a model to the Peuzaace Ipsti- 
tution, and also of ‘the ‘* kehrherd,’’ or sweep-fraue.

‘‘ The academy at Freyberg, in the Ertzgebirge (mctalliferous mountains) 
of Saxony, bas been established about halfacentury. ‘Et-is:sapported by: the 
government.of the country; the sovereign, as in the other eontinental states, 
deriving a considerable revenue in dues, &c., from ‘the mines. Of ‘the three. 
professors belonging to.it, two are swell ‘known in the seieutific world : ‘the 
Bergratti Werner, who lectures on Mineralogy, Geology, and .the art of, 
Mining ; and Lampadius, the Professor of Chemistry, Metallurgy, Assaying, 
and Analytioal Chemistry. Mr. Busse lectures on Mathematics, .Physics, 
Dialling, &e. 

“There are likewise scveral drawing and writing masters. The students 
are reco nmended) by the severeign, aud have: free aiimission tothe lectures ; 
dusing the Jatter part of their residence at the.academy,.they receive a sural 
stipend. he time allowed for their education is three years. ‘The board 
of directors of the mines, ‘before whom there is .a :public examinotion at the 
end. ofevery, course, which lasts from the.summer.of.cach year to,the Easter

‘* The mining academy at Schemmnitz, in Lower Hungary, was founded in 
the year 1761, under the auspices of Maria Theresa ; it is supported by the 
Austrian Government, being for the education of young men destined for the 
direction of mines and smelt ng works in any part of the Emperor’s domi- 
nions, As these are very extensive, and as each board of direction of mining 
districts has the right-of recommending several students, their number is 
much more considerable than at Freyberg. At the time I visited Schemnitz, 
in May, 1815, they were said to amount to nearly two hundred: the period 
of their studies is likewise three years, but with-this difference, that instead 
of confining themselves, as at Freyberg, to the sciences immediately con- 
nected with their future destination, they attend a course of lectures on each, 
and at the expiration of the three years, if they have paseed their examina- 
tions, they declare for which line they intend to qualify themselves; if for 
the mining department, they are expected to xeside six months:in the neigh- 
\bourhood of the town, to learn the practical part of mining, dressing the 
ores, dialling, &c.; or-if for the smelting department, a residenceat-one of 
the smelting werks is necessary ; they are expected also to go-underground, 
at least once a week, during their residence:at Schemuitz, in parties of five 
or six, to assist each other by their remarks. 

** The student, before he enters the academy, is supposed te have some 
general knowledge of mining. The first year he attends the lectures of ‘the 
Professor of Physics and Mathematics, in which those parts which relate 
particularly to mining are detailed, as hydraulics, hydrostatics,mechanics, 
geometry, trigonometry, &c. ; this year may be d'spensed with ‘if ‘the |stu- 
dent from previous application can pass the examination. The secoad year 
is devoted to chemistry and metaliurgy ; the third to geology and mining. 
‘Each course lasts five months, with one month’s vacation. In the lectures 
on geology, Wernzr’s system is followed, as published’ by Reichedz. M. 
\Heeriug, the Professor of Chemistry, who has studied at Freyberg, has 
adopted ihe Egglish system of Dr. Thompson. Mineralogy is treated of in 
the course on istry. fess it appears to me too important a part in 
the education ofa miner, to be passed over thus slightly. ‘The mineralogical 
collection, I must also observe, was very incomplete and carelessly arranged. 
In justice, however, ‘to the -professors, I must add that they had not been 
long at the academy, and that they observed that the collection had from 
time to time been stripped of its finest. specimens for the embellishment of 
the cabinet at Vienna. M. Hanstedt, the Professor of Geology and Mining, 
who lately returned from a tour through Transylvania, showed me some very 
fine specimens of native gold, and of the ores of tellurium, Amongst.those 
who have been professors at the Schemnitz Academy since its establishment, 
the.following have distinguished themselves by their writigs:—Mr. Delius, 
on-minjng ; Scopoli, on smelting ; and Polzier, on chemistry. The present 
Professor Wilkins is said'to be an excellent mathematician. 

*“On my passing through the Hartz mountains, in the autumn of the year 
1815, I found that since I was there in 1804, a person had been appointed to 
lecture on mineralogy at’ Clausthal, which it was hoped would lead to an 
establishment of aunining academy in that district.’’ 

TS NOEL 
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CALEDONIAN, WEST CUMBERLAND, AND FURNESS 
RAILWAY. 

The great length of Mr.-Hague’s report to the provisional committee 
of this undertaking, precludes the possibility of inserting it .entire ; but 
we have, in the following extracts, selected the .most important features. 
After some preliminary remarks, Mr. Hague thus proceeds :— 


J recommend that the railway should commence at the terminus of the Lancaster 
and Preston line, proceeding at abot a mile radius round the eastern side of the 
town of Lancaster to the river Lune ; passing that river between the old and new 
bridges near to Skerton, and from thence in a straight line to the south of Torris- 
holme and Poulton to Morecambe Bay at Poulton Ring. From this poi at the em- 
bankment should be carried across the bay toa point ofland in Low Furness, which 
Ihave caled Leonard’s Point, lying to the north of the Gleaston river cr beck, and 
to the south of Newbiggin, from thence the railway will goin neariy a straigi:t di- 
rection to.the south of Dendron and Dalton to the Duddon Sands at Romhead. The 
qmbankment across the Duddon to be taken from Konhead Crag to Hodbarrow 
Point in Cumberland. 

The length of the embankment across Merecambe Bay will be ten miles, fifty- 
gone chains,and that across the Duddon one mile, sixty-five chains (eighty chains 
a mile.) * * * * * 

In.regaré to the time which -will be oecupied in completing the contemplated 
works, lam of opinion that two years from the work being fairly commenced on 
Moreeambe Bay, the piling, frame work, bridges, and tide‘gates can be completely 
finished, and the cc nication effectuarly and safely opened across the bay. 

The same works would be completed in much less time across the Duddon, and | 
the embankments can be eomp'eted in eighteen months more, making altogether 
a period of three years and a half from the commencement. 

The embankment in Morecambe Bay, exclusive of the spaces allotted for bridges, 
Iicalcu'ate will require altogether, 10,453,785 tons of material. Of this quantity, 
9,149,379 tons will be brought in by the sea and furnished inthe bay during the 
progress of the werksin manner described above; the remainder, viz., 4,304,496 
tons, will consist of sma!l stones’ binding gravel, and other material, and will be 
. furnished from the cutting in Furness, and on the Poulton Shore. 

Ido not propose to interfere with the present channels of the rivers inside the 
proposed embankment until that is completed. On the outside of the embankment 
it will be i.ecesgary to keep the channels open, and which I should do by working a 
dredging engine ; this will at the same time assist in forming the bank.

The'total expenses for the embankments, &c., of the two bays, will thus be

on each shore areas great as on Morecambe Bay, whilst the distance is so much 
Jess. 
|The quantity of land which will be reclaimed by mcans of these embankments 
sand works, I estimated at about 52,000 acres—namely, about 46,300 acres in More- 
cambe Bay, and 5700 acres in the Duddon; and taking the land at 23/..per acre, on 
an average, the total value of the land to be reclaimed will be 1,196,090/. 

The remaining part oi the line will pass through a district of country peeuiiarly 
favourable, and presents no obstacles of importance. As, however, this is now 
being surveyed by Mr. Rastrick, | forbear making further comments.

The vast rapidity of railway travelling—the enormous load to be 
propelled—the powerful agent by which this is effected, and, above 
all, the impossibility of deviating from a fixed and narrow track, and 
thus, under rare, but possible circumstances, avoiding collision~ 
all concurred in pointing out from the first the propriety, we might 
almost say, the necessity, of an efficient road police, and of a system 
of signals along the line, by which notice could be timely afforded of 
obstruction or danger. Nor can time in any great degree diminish 
this necessity, for although the railway may become more settled 
and secure, and its officers more proficient in their duty, still contin. 
gencies may ever be expected to arise, and in the common course 
of things will always be occasionally occurring, when the tre.

In all cases where a large amount of property is at stake, it is 
little lese than a truism to assert that the utmost vigilance and 
caution is required in its management, while, in cases where human 
life is also concerned, this vigilance and caution should, without 
doubt, be carried to the utmost practicable extent. That these prin- 
ciples apply most forcibly to railway property, must at once be evi- 
dent, and we regret to find that recent occurrences strongly indi- 
cate an undue laxity in the practice of them—a circumstance which 
we are at length reluctantly compelled to comment upon. 

It is useless to disguise a fact which has been so widely made 
known by the press, as that accidents on railways have latterly 
become n.ore frequent than before, and, in many instances, have 
becn attended with serious consequences. It would, we conceive, 
be equally useless, if not, indeed, positively injurious, to put forth 
any elaborate excuses on the subject, or to palliate that which is a 
serious public evil in itself, and must, if unchecked, be highly de- 
trimental to an interest which we have always endeavoured to de- 
fend and uphold. It would, we are aware, be easy in general 
terms to account fur increased accidents, in consequence of the 
number of railways lately opened—the vast number of persons. 
who now travel by this mode of communication—the inexperience

mendous power of the locomotive, unless timely warning be given, 
will be the means of producing collision, or other serious injury to 
the train. An effective system of road police is, in our Opinion, 
therefore, an essential part of the establishment of every Railway 
Company ; nor should we consider that to be a wise and real eco. 
nomy which curtails or renders it inefficient. 

The admirable manner in which this system is acted upon on 
the London and Birmingham Railway, must attract the attention 
of every traveller; and we have reason to believe that its value 
has been immense in preventing accidents upon this line, although, 
from its great length, its numerous tunnels and embankments, and 
the yet hardly settled state of the works, they might have been ex- 
pected to be of frequent occurrence. We have lately se- 
veral times passed over the Grand Junction and Liverpool and 
Manchester Railways, and have not failed to remark the contrast 
in this respect: whether the road police stationed along these 
lines has been completely abolished or not, we are uncertain, but, 
excepting at the stations, we observed no indications of its exist. 
ence. That this course is impolitic we entertain no doubt, and 
that the economy it promotes is false and short-sighted, is a fact 
which time will no doubt prove. The necessity of an effective 
police upon the Liverpool and Manchester line is at present much 
greater than at any former period, since, in addition to its own 
enormous traffic, it now receives the trains from the Grand Junc- 
tion and London and Birmingham Railways, and is subject, there- 
fore, to all the delays and irregularities of time which may occur in 
the distance of two hundred miles with which it communicates. 
The late collision of the Grand Junction train with another 
upon the Liverpool and Manchester Railway, must be entirely at- 
tributed to a want of the precaution to which we have alluded; 
had a due system of signals been observed, the obstruction would 
have been known in ample time to have checked the speed of the 
engine, and the accident would thus have been entirely prevented. 
It is evident, indeed, that on the London and Birmingham line 
nothing of the kind could have occurred ; and we do not see why 
public safety should be more lightly estimated by one Railway 
Company than by another. The effects of this collision were, 
happily, far less serious than they might have been; but the acci- 
dent itself ought never to have happened ; and should similar cases 
again occur, they may very possibly be attended with such appal- 
ling results, as to shake public confidence in this mode of travel~ 
ling, and cause the re-establishment of coaches now given up. In 
this case, routes which are now practically monopolised by rail- 
ways, would be again divided, and a long while would elapse be- 
fore invalids and persons of the “ old school,” no inconsiderable 
class of travellers, would again trust themselves upon railroads. 

It is satisfactory to observe, that railway travelling has hitherto 
been singularly fortunate, scarcely an example having occurred of 


buted entirely to the excellence and vigilance of the precautionary 
arrangements which have been enforced; and the. moment the 
system becomes relaxed, a very different state of things might en- 
sue. Much may no doubt be effected by mechanical contrivance, 
calculated to obviate accidents, and our columns of to-day contain 
an account of an ingenious invention of this kind, illustrated by 
a diagram, which we hope will shortly receive a fair trial, and be 
found successful in its operation. Still it is chiefly by personal 
superintendence, vigilantly and effectually exercised, that that de- 
gree of safety and regularity can alone be obtained, which it is no 
less the interest of the Railway Companies to afford, than it is the 
right of the public to demand. 








In a former Numberwe inserted a statistical account of the “ Fowey 
Consols Mines,” for which we were indebted to a correspondent, 
who has since obligingly forwarded us an abstract of the accounts 
submitted at a late meeting of the adventurers, to which we are 
anxious to direct the attention of ‘Scrip Companies, as illustrative

lously), drawing, filling, and landing, Lords’ dues, charges on 
ores, parochial rates, carriage, labourers’ club, rent, and stores— 
thus showing the expenditure for the past months in a tabular 
form, under their respective heads. In this portion of the account 
we would, however, suggest another column, showing the aggregate 
expenditure of each department We then have the amount of 
monthly cost, according to the cost-book, giving the total expendi- 
ture, and agreeing with the abstract referred to. On the other side 
of the sheet is an account ofall sales of ore which have taken places. 
distinguishing the several parcels, the computed quantity, ahd real 
weight, with price per ton of each parcel, and the gross amount of 
sales, and to this again is appended a cash-account.

Considerable excitement has prevailed during the present week 
amongst the holders of shares in the “ Anti Dry-Rot Company,” 
in consequence of the discovery-that Mr. Cuar.es Terry, who 
was one of the Patentees of KyAn’s invention, and also a director 
of the company, has for a considerable time past been raising 
money by the deposit of scrip shares which had been left at the 
office of the company for the purpose of being registered and ex- 
changed for certificates, pursuant to the Act of Parliament—and 
which scrip shares were clandestinely abstracted from the office by 
Mr. Terry. It seems somewhat extraordinary how this fraudu- 
jent use of cancelled scrip shares could have been carried to such 
an extent, as any inquiry at the office respecting the registration, 
as mentioned in the conditions endorsed thereon, would at once 
have prevented the loss and mischief likely to ensue from the, sys- 
tem of deception pursued. The exact extent of the evil'cannot be 
immediately ascertained, but we understand that the statements 
contained in some of thedaily prints are greatly exaggerated. ‘The 
directors of the company and their law agents are unremitting in 
their exertions to ascertain and unravel all the particulars of this 
fraudulent transaction. 

It is believed that Mr. Terry has not abstracted one shilling of 
the assets of the company, and it is certain that the commercial 
business of the company is going on most prosperously.

In another place we have given extracts from the report lately 
submitted by Mr. Have to the Provisional Committee of the 
Caledonian, West Cumberland, and Furness Railway—an under- 
taking of vast magnitude and importance, which has for some time 
past excited much attention in the north of England. The peculiar 
feature of the plan is, the throwing an embankment of unprece- 
dented length across the broad estuary of Morecambe Bay, and 
also a smaller one across the minor inlet of the Ducdon Sands— 
.works by which an immense quantity of valuable land would be 
reclaimed from the sea. Another inducement to select a line thue 
winding round the coast, is to avoid the abrupt ascent of the 
Westmoreland and Cumberland mountains, which interpose a for- 
midable barrier against any direct railway communication to the 
north of Lancaster. We shall not enter further on the subject of 
this bold undertaking on the present occasion, but may probably 
return to it at greater length hereafter, merely observing, that we 
entertain considerable doubt of the works being completed with- 
out much exceeding the estimated expense—a point well deserving 
of consideration from all who are interested in maturing the plan.

SHREWSBURY AND BIRMINGHAM RAILWAY. 

This company has been formed, as mentioned in our last Number, with 
the object of connecting the town of Shrewsbury with the metropolis—the 
line, taking in its course from Shrewsbury, the town of Wellington, and 
passing through the centre of the great coal and iron districts, thence to the 
south of Shiffnal and north of Albrighton, where it joins the Grand Junction 
Railway, in the neighbourhood of Wolverhampton. 

The importance of a mode of transit possessing the advantages of a rail- 
way, carried through a populous and increasing mining and agricultural dis 

trict, will be duly appreciated by those who are intimate with the Jocalé; 
while it is satisfactory to find, from the prospectus, which appears in our 
advertising columns, that the line may be formed without interfering with 
ornamental grounds or residences, and thus the projecto.s have secured the 
sanction generally of the landowners, as also that of the leading manufac- 
turers and commercial interests ; indeed, the names of the provisional com- 
mittee, are, in themselves, as we have before observed, a sufficient guarantee 
for fully carrying out the projected measure ; while the capital is inconsider- 
able, compared with the advantages likely to accrue to the county and to the 
shareholders. 

The probable cost of the line, including purchase of Jand, has been esti- 
mated by Mr. Locke at about 550,000/., from which it is considered by the 
committee, that a considerable reduction may be made—the line is free from 
serious engineering difficulties ; the materi.Js are found close at hand. The 
estimate of Mr. Pare, who, we believe, has had much experience on the 
Lo..don and Birmingham Railway, and other lines, shows a return, on a 
moderate calculation, of nearly 7 per cent. 

In regard to the conveyance of the h aviest goods that are likely to be 
broug! t on the proposed railway, the committee observe, that the line is 
remarkably favourable, inasmuch as the iron-works and coal-fields, and also 
a valuable limestone district, are near the summit level, from which the line 
is carried by a gentle inclination towards Shiewsbury in one direction, and 
towards Wolverhampton in the other. This circumstance will essentially 
reduce the cost of locomotive power in the conveyance of coals, iron, and 
limestone (in all of which con-siulerable traffic is anticipated) ; and as in all 
railways traversed by locomotive engines, the cost of fuel is found to be one 
of the heaviest items of permanent expense, the facility of obtaining it at a 
cheap rate upon the line itself, coupled with the constant improvements in 
machinery arising from the experience of other companies, warrant the 
committee in believing that their undertaking will prove as economical in 
its permanent maintenance, as they have reason to hope it will be in its first 
coustrection. 

It is contemplated in the prospectus, that this undertaking may be here- 
after adopted as a portion of the line between London and Dublin; but as 
this point does not enter into Mr. Pure’s report, or the estimate of returns, 
we shall leave the subject of railway communication betweer the two isles 
for a future number; at the same time we may express our opinion, that 
should it be adopted, no doubt can be entertaived of the advantages which 
must arise to the company. 
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Lranetty Rattway and Dock Company.—UseE oF ANTHRACITE 
Coat ror Steam Purposes.—The works in this company proceed 
satisfactorily in every respect, and will be completed by the Ist of May 
next. The very unfavourable weather during the past year, has occa- 
sioned an unavoidable delay of four or five months in finishing the per- 
manent way. The estimates of produce to be brought down the line, are 
becowing fully realised ; aud we learn with nruch satisfaction, that the 
great desideratum of rendering anthracite coal usable for steam navigation 
purposes, has been recently attained. This highly important circum- 
stance (by which the Llanelly Railway, as a transit for that coal will be 
most materially benefitted), will be productive of a great advantage to 
steam navigation, as one ton of anthracite coal is equal in its power of 
generating steam, to three tons of bitumisous coal, by which tonnage and 
stowage-room in vessels will be materially saved, as well as all the 
nuisance of smoke, and the possibility of sponianeous combustion. We 
hope in our next to enter more fully upon this subject.—Railway Mag. 
Giascow anp AvyrsHire RaiLway.—The first cargo of rails for this 
undertaking, was shipped at Newport, for Ayr, on the 12th inst., con- 
sisting of 160 tons, the whole of which will be required for laying some- 
what less than one mile. The quantity of iron required for 1ails from 
Ayr to Kilwinning, is about 2600 tons. 

Neweast.£ anv Epinpuaca Raitway.—Great progress is making 
in the surveys for this great national work. The most influential parties 
in Berwick, as well as in Edinburgh-and” Newcastle, have atready passed 
resolutions expressive of their determination t» give the measure all the 
support in their power. We trust we shall shortly be enabled to add 
that similar resolutions have been come to by the people of Morpeth, 
Alnwick, and the gentry of Northumberland, whose interests must be so 
immensely promoted by a railway on the east or coast line between New- 
castle and Edinburgh.—Tyne Mercury. 

Preston AnD Lancaster Raitway.—The operations on this line of 
railway are proceeding with great activity, and, so far as the work has | 
proceeded, every thing has been highly favourable. A great number of 
men are at wark, and the respective contractors are sparing no pains to 
advance the works with all possible rapidity,

SOUTH-EASTERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 


The general half-yearly meeting of the shareholders of this company was 
held at the offices, on Friday, the 30th ult. 


T. W. TynpDALE, Esq., in the chair. 


The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, and the sea 
of the company affixed to the register of proprietors, 

The CHAIRMAN said, he had to congratulate the shareholders upon the 
general appearance and state of the works ; he was happy to.say that they 
were in a very satisfactory state, the works at D ver were going on with 
great rapidity; they bad satisfactorily concluded the purchase of some land 
at Dover belonging to the Ordnance Office, and found the working through 
the chalk cliff there no more difficult than was contemplated ; the brickwork, 
which was at first supposed would be- required throughout the t ling, 
they were glad to find would not be required, except with slight exceptions. 
The chairman recapitulated the state of the works along the line; he ob- 
served that it was the intention of the directors to erect a large and capacious 
station at Tunbridge, for which they had entered into agreement with the 
trustees of the turnpike road, who had afforded them every assistance; the 
works in that neighbourhood were progressing very rapidly. The directors 
purposed forming a junction with the Brighton line ; purchasing the property 
for which they had authority by the act of Parliament ; they should then have 
a railway sixty-seven miles in extent, of which forty-seven would be straight ; 
fifteen miles of the line would be on embankment of only eight feet—a great 
part, indeed, would run on the surface of the ground. . 

In adverting to the financial state of the company’s “affairs, he had to in- 
form them, the balance in hand amounted to 30,580/. 14s. 11d.; this, per- 
haps, they might think small, but the directors relying upon the share-~ 
holders to answer the calls when made, had declared no cali unless the 
money was actually required; this course they intended to pursue, and 
should continue to rely upon the shareholders for cordial support, when 
funds were required. The more i diate busi they had this day to 
perform, was the sanctioning or confirming the resolution the directors had 
passed, forfeiting such shares upon which the 5/. call, due on the 18th Janu- 
ary, 1837, was not paid; they were happy to say, that since they had passed’ 
that resolution, forfeiting the shares, many gentlemen had paid the cull upon 
their respective shares—the number left unpaid upon, was ouly 1827. In 
conclusion, he had the pleasure to assure the shareholders, that never in his 
recollection did the affairs of the company present such a favourable appear- 
ance as at the present time. Mr. Cubitt’s estimate of the revenue to be 
derived by the company, afforded the directors much satisfaction. 

The report of the directors was then submitted; it detailed the state of 
operations along the works, and recorded the satisfaction of the directors at 
their progress and present appearance; it referred to Mr. Cubitt’s report 
as very favourable uud encouraging, and expressed the hopes the directors 
entertained of being able to form a junction with the Brighton line; it ad- 
verted also to the confirmation of the forfeiture of the shares as mentioned by 
the chairman. 

The financial account was then submitted, from which it appeared that the 
total receipts amounted to 144,699/.; and the total amount of expenditure 
111,119/.—the balance in hand amounting to 30,580/, 

The CHAIRMAN, in answer to questions put by the meeting, said that the 
number of registered shares was 22,006 ; 19,292/. had been paid on the last 
call—the amount of the call when all paid would be 44,0001. 

A SHAREHOLDER inquired if the directors were able to forfeit the shares 
of those that hai not paid? he observed, at the same time, that it was not 
honourable in gentlemen to sign their names to deeds as being parties in the . 
concern, and afterwards, from various circumstances, to throw the scripin the 
fire and abandon partnership in the undertaking ; he, for his part, should sug- 
gest that these parties should be sued for the respective sums, and compelled 
to pay ; although a distinction, he thought, should be drawn between those 
that could and those that could not pay. 

The CHAIRMAN wished, in the first place, to dispose of the report and ac- 
counts, which being moved for reception and adoption, was passed unani- 
mously. . 

The CHA RMAN then submitted the follwing resolution, ‘* That the re- 
solution of the directors, declaring forfeited all shares on which the call of 
51. per share, due on the 18th Jauuary, 1837, had not then, or since that 
date, been paid, be confirmed; and that the directors dispose of the same as 
they shall see fit, either by private sale or public auction.” 

A discussion ensued upon this subject, some shareholders thinking that 
the defaulters who were able, should be compelled to pay; whilst others 
thought that the distinction would be invidious, and indeed impossible to be 
made. An amendment, however, was moved, to the following effect, ‘‘ That 
the foregoing resolution be not confirmed, and the parties in default be sued 
and compelled to make good the amount of their arrears,’’ which was nega- 
tived, and the resolution passed. 

An especial vote of thanks was then passed to the chairman and directors, 
for the zealous and diligent manner in which the affairs of the company had 
been conducted through great difficulties, and particularly for their abstain- 
ing from receiving any remuneration for their services. 

The CHArRMAN having returned thanks for the honour done them, as- 
sured the shareholders that it would always be their first endeavour to pro- 
mote the affairs of the company, and the meeting adjourned. 

















TRELEIGH CONSOLIDATED MINING COMPANY. 


The further adjournment of the general annual meeting of the shareholders 
of this company, was held at the offices, 23, Threadneedle-street, on Wednes- 
day, the 28th ult. 

CHARLES WILKINSON, Esgq,, in the chair. 
The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, the minutes 
of the preceding meeting were then read and confirmed. 
The CHAIRMAN stated the object of the present meeting to be threefold. 
First, To receive the report the auditors had drawn up, in compliance with 
the wish of the last general meeting. Secondly, Relative to the return of the 
money belonging to the company that Mr. Bawden had possessed himself of. 
Thirdly, The answer of the directors to a request made them by the last ge- 
neral meeting to resign. 
The report of the auditors was in the first place submitted, which was 
merely an echo of the verbal report given by them at the last meeting. It 
stated, that after a careful examination of the accounts, they agreed that 
they could not recommend them to the approval of the shareholders. They 
had discovered a great waste of the shareholders money in the sums charged 
for eating and drinking on the mine ; it proved that no regard had been paid 
to a very prominent and important article in their constitution—that the 
strictest economy should be observed.—Then followed the sum, averaging 
5s. per month, overcharged on the postage account.—The deficiency of 
2531. 11s. 9d., caused by Mr. Bawden, was the next subject that claimed 
their attention. The books of the company had been kept by him in qa 
most irregular and shameful manner; they had been falsified, in order 
that their errors might not be discovered. The bankers’ and the cash- 
books disagreed, and errors abounded. Moreover, they could not discover 
by the company’s books that this error. of 250/.’(attributed to Mr. Bawden) 
could be laid on his shoulders—at least there was no proof in the accounts. 
showing him to be the party. It further appeared that the declarations 
made by the directors at the last annual meeting in October, 1837, that the 
call of 10s. had been ‘* hand ly responded to,’’ was not true; but that 
instead of the whole amount having been paid into the bankers’, a large 
sum (being part of the same) was in the directors pockets ; they then stated, 
that whatever shares were not paid upon (within a few days’ of that meeting) 
should be forfeited; this was not acted up with, but up to June last they 
found that calls had been paid amounting to so large a sum as 9671. Another 
subject that callcd for their consideration was the system the directors had 
adopted in accepting bills at two or three months’ date from the merchants, 
instea¢ of paying them cash and receiving discount upon the same. They 
concluded their report by affirming that they would not sign the accounts 
until that deficiency attributed to Mr. Bawden was erased.

Mr. SIMPSON (one of the auditors) said, that was unnecessary, as it was" 
nearly word for word what they said at the last meeting. 
Mr. GARLAND said, he was glad to see the purser of the mine present, as 
he intended to call upon him for explanation on some points connected with 
articles served the mine. He then mentioned that it appeared to him they 
had been charged heavily for articles that he knew ought to have been less in 
price—oil, turpentine, coals, candles, &c. 
The Purser said, the would challenge any man to say that—taking~ 
into account the locality of the mine—any other mine in Cornwall had 
those articles at a lower price than this mine had paid; and he would 
venture to affirm, that if he had the hers in his p ion, he would prove 
that the amount named as charged for eating and drinking, ought to have

Mr. JoHN TRENERY, in order to bring the report under discussion, moved 
‘¢ That it be printed and circulated among the proprietors.” : 

Mr. ConEN begged to second that motion. He considered that it im. 
uted a dereliction of duty to the directors that, in justice to them, ought to 
be cleared up. ; , 

It was suggested that the report should be received before printed, and 
previous to its being put, the CHAIRMAN inquired whether any shareholder 
wished to make a remark thereon ? 

Mr. Mocartra said, he thought it was the chairman’s duty to make a few: 
remarks, for it was evident that, if they passed that report, they should allow 
the charges that appeared therein against the directors. 

Mr. SIMPSON observed, the main question was—who was to be saddled 
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with this 260/., the proprietors or directors? ‘The directors’ books showed 
that the sum had been paid iuto the bankers,and they ought to be compelled 
to abide by their books. 

The CHAIRMAN sail, the sum was abstracted by the secretary, and he 
could not conceive that the directors should be held liable for that.

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INVENT ION FOR PREVENTING ACCIDENTS ON RAILWAYS. 
——- 

The following account of an invention, having forits object the pre- 
yention of accidents on railways, is from the Midland Counties Herald. 
We hasten to give the contrivance still further publicity, accompanying 
the notice by the explanatory diagrams given by our contemporary. 

We are informed that'a very valuable contrivance has been invented by a 
sorking engineer of Birmingham, of the name of Benjamin Wakefield, for 
the purpose of avoiding the accidents which occur on railways, in consequence 
of any circumstance arising to throw the engine off the rails. The. contri- 
yance, whichiis a very simple one, consists of a new mode of connecting the 
engine with the carriages, by means of which an exceedingly strong and per- 
fectly secure coupling is obtained, so longas the engine continues on the rails 
in its proper direction, but the moment any thing occurs, either through the 
jrreguiarity of the way or any obstruction upon it, or by means of any acci- 
dent happening to the engine: itself. by which it is throwa out of its proper 
course on the rails, it immediately of itself beeomes detached from the car- 
riages- As this would appear a matter of great importance not only to rail- 
way companies but to the public in general, we give below a sketch, by 
means of which the simplicity of the contrivance, and its mode of acting may 
be readily seen. It consists of two pieces of wrought iron or steel. A being 
fastened to the engine by means of achain, and B attached firmly to the 
centre of the carriage, and forming the draw-bar. The two are connected, 
as shown in the lower figure, and make, in fact, the most simple and effective 
coupling which can well be imagined. It will readily be perceived from the

figures that on anything occurring to divert the engine from its proper course 
and causing it to turn on either side, it i diately b detached frora 
the train. The contrivance can be so made as to release the engine at any 
required angle. It is stated that no danger could arise ta the engineers from 
the use of this invention, but that, on the contrary, arrangements might 
easily be made to ensure for them that additional safety which its adoption 
is calculated to bestow upon the passengers by the trains. To railway con- 
tractors and parties engagedin the making of railways, the contrivance would 
prove exceedingly useful in cases where it is essential that the horses should 
be detached from the loaded waggons at a given moment, as this would be 
effected with certainty by meats of the invention, and the danger of injury 
arising to the horses-from the coming train of loaded waggons would be 
altogether avoided. We understand a patent has been secured for this inge- 
nious invention, which may now be seen at our office, the inventor having 
left one of the couplings for inspection. 











Rartway Accrpents.—An important preventive to accidents oc- 
curing at night on the railways commenced on Monday on the: London 
and Birmingham and Great Western Railroads. The police constables 
are placed a milé distant from each other on the line, and meet half way. 
Each officer carries in the front of his person a lantern, with three lights, 
of green, red, and yellow, one of which is shown on the approach of a 
train towards London or departure of one from it. By this means the 
engineers will, by timely information, know how to act, and be thus en- 
abled, it is hoped, to prevent accidents altogether. 

DreapFuL AccipentT ON THE LiveRroo. .AND MANCHESTER 
Rartway.—We regret to state that a dreadful collision took place on 
Monday morning on this railway. It appears, as far as we have been able 
to ascertain the particulars of the accident, that the seven o’clock train 
from Manchester had, in consequence of something being wrong in the 
machinery of the engine, stopped at Huyton quarry 40 repair the damage. 
As the Birmingham mail train was about due, and as it would come down 
on the same incline, precautions were taken, we have been informed, to 


* warn the engineers of the stoppage of the Manchester train on the road. 


These precautions seem not to have been effectual, or they eseaped the 
notice of the Grand Junction people ; for the engine of this train dashed 
into the carriages of the Manchester train. The crash was dreadful. The 
carriages, particularly those next to the down engine, were broken in 
pieces, the seats being broken into fragments, Fortunately, many of the 
passengers, owing to the stoppage of the train, had got out of the road, 
and escaped the effects of the collision. Of those who remained in their 
seats, several were slightly hurt by the shock, while three were, we have 
heard, dreadfully maimed. One gentleman was so much injured that ap- 
prehensions are entertained for his life; he was conveyed back to Man- 
chester. 

Proposep Extension or Tae Newcastite AND Nortu SHieips 
Raitway.—It will be remembered that the application of the Newcastle 
and North Shields Railway Company to Parliament for powers to enable 
them to continue their railway through the middle of North Shields to 
Tynemouth was frustrated by the opposition which the inhabitants of the 
latter town made to the measure. The company have given notice of 
their intention to apply next session for an act to enable them to continue 
the railway from its present termination in a field or close near Little 
Bedford-street, North Shields, to the west end of Prior’s Haven, at Tyne- 
mouth, Whether the opposition will be renewed we know not, but if the 
course is to be adopted by the company which has been mentioned— 
namely, to continue the railway from its present terminus near Little 
Bedford-street to the Haven by a tunnel, and draw the carriages by horse 
instead of steam power—we should suppose a good deal of the objections 
raised by the owners and occupiers uf property in the principal streets 
would be removed. Nothing, however, of this alteration in the mode of 
carrying the work into execution is mentioned in the published notice; it 
may be omitied, because there would not be time to publish a new notice 
with due regard to the standing orders of Parliament. The tunnel plan 
would clearly be preferable as regards the house property in North Shields, 
though it must necessarily be a much more expensive course for the com- 
pany than passing ona level through the town.—Tyne Mercury. 

Lonpon AND GreeNwicnH Ratway.—The number of passengers on 
this line, from the 24th to the 30th ult., was 23,257, producing. (inclu- 
ding creek and footpath) 6067. 10s. Od. 

Suerrietp AND Rornernam. Raitway.—On Sunday last 2400 pas- 
sengers were conveyed on this road. On Tuesday morning, at day-break, 
the body of a poor man was found upon the line, with life quite extinct. 
It was soon discovered to be that of a labourer employed thereon, and his 
death is thought to have been produced during the night, by the engine 
running over his body while drawing the waggons loaded with soil. 

Birmincuam AnD Grioucester Raitway.—The Gloucester portion 
of this railway is rapidly approaching completion, and tliat too within the 
estimates of the engineer. The earthwork is remarkably light, as is also 
the masonry, of which the whole is being executed at prices hitherto.un- 
known to railway proprietors. Workmen are engaged all along the-line; 
which is let in small contracts. At Tewkesbury the depdt is commenced, 
and the Lansdown depét will be immediately proceeded with, the drawing 
being already in the builder’s hand. A plain, but elegant oblique bridge, 
under the Arle road, is now waiting for the ironwork ; and the workmen 
are very ‘busy on the large bridge which is to carry the old Gloucester road 
over the railway. The engineer appears to have met the difficulty of the 
absence of gravel on this part of the line by a novel manufactare—burning 
the clay into a species of brick rubbish, which, from a specimen laid down 
On the Queen’s road, appears to:answer exceedingly well. 
which operations are resumed with a vigour which promises its completion 
in a few. days, will afford an easy access to the railway. station from the 
Lansdown end of the town, The line willbe open the length of'Tewkes-
